Coach Les Lawton records 
historic 300th career victory 


Concordia University women's 
hockey coach Les Lawton built on 
his legendary status by collecting 
his 500th career coaching victory at 
an away game versus the UQTR 
Patriotes on Friday, Feb. 7, 2003. 


Lawton becomes the third Canadian univer- 
sity hockey coach to reach this prestigious 
milestone, joining the University of 
Alberta's Clare Drake and Concordia's own 
Paul Arsenault who recorded his 500th vic- 
tory on Feb. 3, 1984. Lawton, however, is the 
first women's coach to join the 500 club. 


The coach, who is affectionately known as 
the Dean of Women's Hockey, stands alone 
in his acheivements in women's hockey. 
Karen Hughes from University Toronto may 
have 300 victories (exact stats not avail- 
able), while south of the border John 
Marchetti from Providence College retired 


with 292 victories to his credit to lead the 
American college ranks. 


The last puck of the historic game and the 
jacket worn by Lawton at the event will be 
sent to the Hockey Hall of Fame in Toronto. 


The Concordia community celebrated 
Lawton's illustrious 20-year career on 
Saturday, Feb. 15, 2003 with a ceremony 
before a Concordia-Carleton matchup. A 
banner marking the occasion was raised and 
presentations were made by Concordia vice- 
rector Michael Di Grappa, the Canadian 
Hockey Assocation and the Quebec Student 
Sports Federation. 


At a reception afterward, there were more 
honors from McGill University, Canadian 
Interuniversity Sport, N.D.G. Minor 
Hockey, the 2002-'03 Stingers, alumni and 
the staff in the Department of Recreation 
and Athletics. More than 100 family, friends 
and alumni attended the reception.
